SUBJFCT Changes in Sao Paulo Pol 


3. Favlo Silveira da Motte was relieved from command of the Seo Paulo Polit~ 
tical Police (Delegecia Auxiliar da Sa Divisao Policial) on 12 August 1947. 
His removal resulted from friction with the Secretary of Public Ssouri ty, 
Fledoanio Mefia, arising out of Motta's refusal to falsify or suppress 
eviderse concerning the disortera of 1 August. It is reported thet dur- 
fine there disorders Meia had assumed the responsibility of ordering his 
police not te interfere with the destruction or rioting, and that whan. 
the police finally did act, it waa not to protect property but to defcnd 
their own lives. Govervor De Barros ani Seeretary Meia had declared «bat 
conservative opposition elements were responsible for tho outbrealc, 
unile Motte stated thet the testimony of bis subordinates and the eyi- 
dence obtained cleax‘ly showed the Communists to have been the prineip: * 
perpetrators of the destruction.

Until his present ascigument he has been Delegado 
de Crdem olitica in ‘antés, It wis Reali who handled the 
Christensen espionage case so brilliantly in 1942, 


c. Eduardo Lousada Rocha - Delegado de Ordem Sosial (Delegate of 
Sosial Order), Lousada is another old political police specialist 
uho was Chief of Secret Service in 1943. He is unusually 
intelli-ont, resourceful, and energetic and is rated one of 
the best of the younger police officers. He is studious, 
devotes mst of his waking hours to his duties, ond is be- 
lieved to be specially suited to handling the police angle 
of current sceieal problems. 


5, The team of Delduque, Paim, Reali, end Lousada is considered to be one 
of the strongest thet could be mustered from the career persomml of 
the Sao Paulo Police, The uncertainty that still pervades the Gover~ 
norts political ambitions, plens, and alliances is enough to cause 
apprehension in any officer charged with heavy police respomsibilities; 
nevertheless, all have undertaken their task with resolution and are 
pressing to reorganize the service into an efficient unit.

that Delduque was not his real choice for command of the Political 
Police but the only one possible under the circumstances. Most of the . 
‘oeal officers with sufficient rank for the post are absolutely unwil’ ing 
to serve. They are not only distrustful of De Barros and entertain a 
pronounced dislike for Secretary Maia but are fearful that the future 
may bring 2 conflict between De Barros and the Federal. Govermment. 
The Governor's real desire, it is reported, is to have Otavio Eduardo 
de Brito Alvarenga, present Director of the Technical Police, head thr 
Political Police, but the fact that Brito is not a career police Ofte 
ficer and is reluctant to leave a pleasant post for a doubtful one 
stands in the way of this desires : 
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
